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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to Amendment and Request for Continued Examination filed 
October 24, 2005. Claims 25 and 50 have been amended as requested by the applicant. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Amendment, filed October 24, 2005, with respect to claims 
25 and 50 have been fully- considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 25 and 50 has 
been withdrawn. Applicant argued that the prior art fails to teach or suggest the newly amended 
claims limitations. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 25 and 39-50 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 25 and 50, the prior art fails to teach or suggest an optical module 
comprising a pages with two optical fibers optically connecting the two optical fibers, a mount 
for a light emitting element and a mount for a light receiving element and a plurality of 
positioning structures each having walls contacting the mounting structures and aligning the first 
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fiber with the light emitting element and the second fiber with the light receiving element and the 
positioning structures formed as an integral part of the package. 

The remaining claims depend from claim 25 and are allowable for the same reasons.
